CHAPTER 129.

AN ACT to authorize the Chippewa Valley & Superior Rail-
wag Compaay, its successors and assigas, to build, construct
and maintain a bridge for railway purposes over and across
the Chippewa river in the city of Eau Claire, Wisconsin.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows:

SkcrioN 1. The Chippewa Valley & Superior Rail-
way Company, its successors and assigns, is herchy
aathorized tobuild, construct and maintain a bridge for
nilway purposes over and across the Chippewa river,
in the city of Eau Claire, in the county of Eau Claire
and state of Wisconsin, from block eleven (L1) of the
village plat of the village of Westville, in said city,
across to lot four (4), in section thirty (30), in township
number twenty-seven (27) north, of range nine (9) west,
in the city of Eau Claire aforesaid, and for such pur-
pose may erect piers and drive piles and build embank-
ments and approaches in said river and on the banks
thereof, necessary for the proper and convenient con-
straction and maintenance of such bridge ; provided,
that a suitable draw be built and maintained in said
bridge for the passage of boats, and that said bridge be
%o coostructed as not to materially interfere with the
free navigation of said river, or the running of rafts,
logs, timber or lumber.

SectioN 2. This actshall take effect and be in force
from and after its Eassage and publication.

CHAPTER 130.

AN ACT to provide for atteuding, maintaining and keeping in
repair draw or swing bridges that may be constructed over
or across the line between a city and a town.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows:
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SEcTioN 1. 'Whenever a swing or draw bridge shall swing or 2raw

bave been built upon or across the division line bs-
tween any town and city in this state, so that & part of
such bridge shall be in the town and a part in the city,
and the expense of building the same shall have b:zen
borne equally by such town and such city, the expense
_of attending such bridge, and maintaining and keeping
the same in repair shall be borne by the town and the

=ity equally.
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Expense SEcTION 2. If either such town or such city shall
neglect to provide for or to pay its share of such ex-
pense, in any year, or any part of its share, thea the
vther, the town or the city, as the'case may be, may
provide for or pay such part of such expznses as are
not provided for, or paid, a3 aforesaid, and upon such
payment shall be entitled to have and recover of the
town or the city in default, as the case may be, all
moneys 8o paid, with interest from the time of paying
the same, and in case the town or city so in default
shall neglect or refuse, for thirty days atter demand, to
pay such sum to the town or city so entitled to the
sawe, such last named town or city shall recover the
saxe with all proper costs and expenses, in an action
against the city or town sy in default in any court hav-
ing jurisdiction.

SEcTION 3. This act shall take effect aud bein
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 131.

AN ACT to provide for the conveyance of persons committed
to any hospital for the insane by relatives or friends.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented tn senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

Conveying peo- SECTION 1. If any relative or friend, being of legal
Pphastm  age and competent to perform the duty of any person
committed to any hospital for the insane shall so re-
quest, the warrant for such commitment may be de-
hivered to and executed by bim, for which he shall be
paid his necessary expenses, not exceeding the fees
and expenses now allowed to sherifts according to law;
otherwise it shall be delivered to the sheriff, who, tak-
ing such assistants as the courts issuing such warraots
may deem necessary, shall receive such insave person
and convey him to the hospital.
SEcTioN 2. This act shall take effect and bein
force from and after its passage and publication,
